opened at Hiroshima yesterday by the 
Emperor In person. 


In the speech from the tin one opening 


the session, His Mfjesty requested that 
the military measures presented should 
be disposed of with as little delay as 
possible. The Emperor expressed regret 
lhat through tho obstinacy of China the 
peace of the east had been disturbed, 
adding, "But the war having commenced, 
we cannot cease operations until our ob- 
ject shall have been gained." 


Un also said he expected the members 


of Parliament to willingly agree to the 
government proposals, iu the hope that 
thereby the Japanese arms would be 
victorious throughout and peace be the 
aonnpi ic-mired, with additional lustre to 
the country.
